HOSE most interested in maintaining the 

“purity” of Thoroughbred blood lines in Eng- 
land must have watched the finish of the Ascot 
Gold Cup with rather mixed emotions. Five 
lengths in front of the best “pure” bred horses 
England could offer battled a couple of “half- 
breds”’, fighting it out in one of the most spec- 
tacular finishes of the year. These were Quashed, 
whose eighth dam was an unknown, and Omaha, 
William Woodward's invader, beaten a_ short 
head. Neither is eligible for entrance to the Gen- 
eral Stud Book; both have proved they can han- 
dle the best the General Stud Bock can offer, at 
level weights, over a distance of ground. 


This, while it was a spectacular presentation 
of the situation, was nothing very new. ‘Tainted” 
blood from America (and elsewhere) has been 
showing up very well in England’s important 
races for some time. Omaha had won two races 
before his Ascot Gold Cup engagement; Flares 
(brother to Omaha) had won the Newmarket 
Stakes this year; Quashed had won the Oaks of 
1935 and this year has been recognized as per- 
haps the finest stayer in England; Reynoldstown, 
winner of the Grand National this year and last, 
can go back only five or six generations in female 
line; and Mahmoud, winner of the Derby, carries 
the blood of Lexington through his fourth dam. 

Each year the Bloodstock Breeders’ Review 
publishes a group of pedigrees of the year’s lead- 
ing winners. The 1935 volume contains 88 such 
pedigrees. Seventeen of these, or approximately 
20 per cent, have cresses of blood which are now 
ineligible to the English stud book. Most of this 
is through Orby (out of Rhoda B., by Hanover), 
some is through Durbar (*Durbar II), which 
also carries a Hanover cross. Ultimus is in the 
pedigree of Commander III, winner of the Cam- 
bridgeshire. Aside from Mahmoud, Americus 
appears in the pedigrees of Fair Trial (Queen 
Anne Stakes), Paul Beg (Gimcrack Stakes), and 
Sansonnet (Lavant, Newmarket Stakes). Ameri- 
cus was by Emperor of Norfolk (by Norfolk, by 
Lexington), out of Clara D., by Glenelg, second 
dam The Nun, sister to Norfolk. Beside the 
Gouble cross of Lexington, Americus goes back, 


in female line, to a mare by *Janus, which is 
not recognized by the General Stud Book. 


In addition to the horses already mentioned, 
last year’s best winners in England included the 
following, all of which have crosses not recog- 
nized as “pure’’ when they appear on this side 
of the Atlantic: Baber Shah (Rous Memorial 
Stakes), Barrowby Gem (Sandown Park Stud 
Produce Stakes, second in the 1936 Oaks), Wynd- 
ham, which raced last year as Bossover colt 
(New, National Breeders’ Produce Stakes), Traf- 
fic Light (Princess Royal T-Y-O Stakes), Will 
of Wales (Saxham Stakes), Leger Day (Pen- 
rhyn Cup), Fair Ranee (Queen Mary Stakes), 
Crosspatch (Molecomb Stakes), Denver’ II 
(Churchill Stakes), and Prince Aly. 

This is a fairly imposing list, since it must be 
remembered that it was composed, not by an 
American attempting to make the most of horses 
carrying Hanover and Lexington and Ultimus. 
but by an English publication which was picking 
out the best horses of the year according to a 
more or less traditional pattern. And we, in in- 
elegant American phrase, would like for some one 
to drive up in a hearse and explain to us, at 
length and in some detail, why a cross of Han- 
over through Orby is admissible, and a cross of 
Hanover through Wise Counsellor, or Big Blaze, 
or *Chicle, or Spanish Play is anathema. And 
why Lexington, though Americus, may appear in 
the pedigree of the English Derby winner, but 
cannot be allowed through any other source. 
And, finally, why, if horses carrying crosses of 
“cold” blood can be so frequently successful 
against horses which not carrying them, there 
should be any prejudice against such crosses. 

As a matter of fact, the success of imported 
stallions, in America, with American-bred mares 
shows pretty conclusively that such an outcross 
is healthy and beneficial to the breed. It will, 
in our opinion, be no great while before the Eng- 
lish crossing of Bend Or and St. Simon and 
Hampton and Marco and Sainfoin back and forth 
on themselves loses its potency. American breed- 
ers should congratulate themselves on having 
these lines and strong native ones as well. A 
iittle peasant blood in royal families has been very 
effective now and then, as history will confirm.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


UNE 11. We can write finis to the breeding 

season of 1936 today. All the mares were 
tried this morning for the last time. Results all 
negative. There are still half a dozen mares to 
come home. About an equal number of visitors are 
still here, though they lessen daily. The latter 
portion of the season has not been so bad but 
the first half was mighty tough on stallions and 
studmasters too. It’s all to be expected, though, 
when ones tries to hasten nature’s processes and 
tries to make winter into a breeding season. Sap 
rises in the spring——but not at all sooner. Have 
been loafing this evening and reading the very 
fine souvenir of Keeneland that Brownie Leach 
and J. A. Estes got up. Anyone interested in the 
traditions of racing in Kentucky should send and 
get a copy; its full of tales of the days of yore. 


JUNE 12. We had three welcome hours of rain 
last night and the van crew, getting home from 
a 375-mile run with a mare and foal, reported 
the rain .general over a large area. This morn- 
ing we can see benefits from the rain already, 
even if it did stop the haying, which commenced 
yesterday. They are getting in the mixed clover 
and timothy hay up by the training quarters. 


JUNE 13. A cool pleasant sort of day with a 
good breeze. After the morning’s work was over 
Mrs. N. V., the kids, and I went to a real pony 
show not far from here and saw some real fine 
Shetlands as well as all sorts and shapes of 
others. It was a treat to see four-in-hands, tan- 
dems, pairs and so on again. The driving classes 
are almost a thing of the past at most shows. 
Stopped by the stud farm of a friend on the way 
back and saw some very fine foals by a son of 
dead *Light Brigade which looks like carrying 
on in his sire’s place. A good Fair Play scion 
and a Futurity winner of the fast Domino breed 
make up a well balanced trio of sires. 


JUNE 14. A memorable day in more ways than 
one. To start with it rained off and on all day. 
Lightly, it is true, but rain nevertheless. Sec- 
ondly the day was most noteworthy in that we 
spent the majority of it entertaining the editor of 
this journal and his wife who were paying us a 
long awaited visit. The farm, the local sights, 
and the horses and gardens came in for full in- 
spection. We found our farm manager very 
pleased with himself as he showed us the reports 
of the state officials who had inspected his wheat 
crops. The reports certified one field of 65 acres 
for sale for seed as it had a very high standard 
of freedom from weeds, etc. All the grain fields 
showed up very well in the reports. Our head 
stallion was discovered to have struck himself 
this morning but he was not lame, merely a little 
filled. A rubbing with Absorbine and a bandage 
will fix him up in short order. 


JUNE 15. The stallion’s ankle is normal again. 
The whole horse population of the farm was 
closely inspected this morning when one of the 
partners of the British Bloodstock Agency cailed 
upon us. The van brought home the last of the 
mares from away this morning and it will now 
get a coat of paint and will be put by for the 
summer. The mare in question just arrived in 
time for inspection, and, like the majority, she 
passed with honors. Our foreign guest and I had 
an interesting discussion on the question of breed- 
ing from mares which had been stimulated while

racing and he agreed with me that it took three 
or four stud seasons to correct the damage done 
to the genital organs by the “hop”. 


JUNE 16. Spent the morning going over the 
stock once more with our visiting expert and 
many were the interesting yarns he had to tell 
of horses in all climes. Had all the mares’ and 
foals’ feet attended to that have just gotten home. 
Most of the foals needed trimming a bit, but 
the majoriy of the mares were in good shape. 


JUNE 17. The wheat harvest started this morn- 
ing with the tractor-hauled binder sweeping 
through the fine crop in fast time. Found one 
mare in season this morning; she had been away 
but we were doubtful about her being in foal, 
as she “broke” at nine weeks. It’s too late to 
do anything for her now, so she will go barren 
and will be covered early next season. One of 
the foals has had a filled ankle, from a kick upon 
it. The enlargement looked like staying with 
her, and we have started painting it with a light 
iodine paint this evening, as this will tighten it 
up and reduce the permanent enlargement.

Triple 


ISCOVERY, A. G. Vanderbilt’s champion of 

the 1935 handicap class, will try to ring up a 
third straight Brooklyn victory at Aqueduct Sat- 
urday. The Display horse now holds the distinc- 
tion of being the only two-time winner, and in 
last year’s running of the $10,000 stakes, he hung 
out a world record of 1:4815 for nine furlongs, 
later reduced by Indian Broom. Jack Campbell 
has stacked 136 pounds on the 5-year-old, asking 
him to concede Roman Soldier 10, Firethorn 16. 
Bold Venture and Granville, neither of which will 
start, incidentally are rated right together with 
110 each. Discovery proved in his eastern bow 
last week he is at top form, taking 135 pounds 
and romping nine furlongs in 1:50. The Saga- 
more horse last summer carried 139 to victory in 
the Merchants’ and Citizens’. That was the best 
weight-packing feat since Whisk Broom II 
shouldered 139 in the 1913 Suburban, and Ex- 
terminator won the Kentucky Handicap of 1922. 
Discovery is looking mighty well, but was made 
3-to-5 in his prep race on the theory he might 
not be quite sharp enough and might sulk. He 
won like a 1-100 chance.

Ascot Gold Cup 


MAHA added much to his prestige, though 

failing by a head to beat the great staying 
mare, Quashed, in the Ascot Gold Cup, in which 
England was first, America second, France third. 
William Woodward now has lost over $70,000 in 
stakes this season by head and nose margins. 
Granville failing in camera finishes in the Wood, 
Preakness and Suburban. It seems a pity that 
Omaha, far superior to *Alcazar, which was sec- 
ond in the Ascot for Woodward last year, could 
do no better. Eole, Kilmarnock II, and Reigh 
Count are other American representatives to 
place in the stakes, Foxhall, 1882, America’s only 
winner. Omaha will probably remain abroad to 
try again next year. Anyway, there’s some satis- 
faction in knowing that a couple of “half-breeds” 
were one-two in England’s distance classic. 


Jinx 

REVITY came out of the Belmont with a hind 

ankle twice normal size and so sore he 
couldn’t finish cooling out. He was X-rayed all 
around. The knee he was knocked down on in 
the Derby is almost completely healed. He will 
be sent to Elmendorf to be turned out about the 
end of the Spa meeting. The $50,000 Widener 
Cup, at Hialeah next March, is his next big ob- 
jective and the vet says he will be good as new 
with a long rest. Coyne has not weakened on 
his charge. “He never lost a race in which he 
didn’t run like the best horse until the Belmont 
and he got hurt there. He has a heart big as he 
is,’ said the Kentuckian. Asked if he thought 
the Belmont distance beyond Brevity, Coyne re- 
plied, ‘He can do anything.’ The muscular 
*Sickle colt, a smooth-actioned natural front run- 
ner, had no chance to run as he can since the 
Derby prep, at Louisville, when he went a half 
in :45 and three-quarters in 1:10. He has lost 
caste since, despite coming off one knee to be 
second in the Derby and running a mile in 1:36 
to be placed in the Withers, which the winner ran

in 1:37. But O. R. doesn’t see any others around 
who can make all their own pace and breeze 
miles in 1:36 and nine furlongs in 1:4845. They 
don’t even look as much horse.

Cameras 


MPIRE CITY will install the Waite camera 

eye for its meeting. All other New York 
tracks use the Cassidy invention. The Waite 
makes a movie strip, but like the Cassidy ma- 
chine is situated too close to the horses, thus 
causing an angle favoring the outside horse, or 
so it is generally believed. The Waite eye is used 
at all Maryland tracks and at Rockingham. The 
Butlers, owners of Empire, also are heavy stock- 
holders in Laurel. Cassidy has displayed pictures 
made with his camera from both sides of the 
track. These check. Yet the books and jockeys 
play past performances, layers offering odds the 
outside horse gets the verdict and riders seek- 
ing that path. The expensive Harry I. Day cam- 
era makes a print from an altitude of 100 feet 
almost directly down on the horses. This cam- 
era, which is used at Santa Anita, Narragansett, 
and Illinois tracks, is the most nearly perfect, 
in expert opinion. 


Trainer 


IRSCH JACOBS is the leading trainer of the 

Aqueduct meeting and currently leader of 
the year, for the fourth straight season. At the 
end of the first nine days at Aqueduct, the 32- 
year-old Brooklyn conditioner had saddled 77 
winners, 10 at the meeting. He is some 20 ahead 
of A. G. Tarn and Bob McGarvey, his nearest 
rivals. The Jacobs formula is “I just run ’em 
where I think they’ve got a chance—and I us- 
ually have a pretty good idea what other horses 
will be in there.’’ He doesn’t bet. He has been 
training 10 years, now has 34 head at Jamaica, 
five at the farm in Maryland. Microphone is top 
man in the barn, a $2,500 acquisition that has 
won six races this spring. Jesting has won six 
also. Microphone has been at stud. His best bar- 
gains? Spanish Way and Golden Way. The for- 
mer cost $1,500, won 12 races and $11,550 last 
year; the latter cost $2,000, won 12 races and 
$9,225. Angelic is the only stakes horses he ever 
trained. 


Relatives 


OLD VENTURE, Granville, and Brevity, the 

three top colts of the year, each has a near 
relative among the ’36 juveniles. Bold Venture’s 
half-brother is Fast Express, a son of Clock 
Tower—Possible, knocked down to Mrs. E. V. 
Mars for $4,000 as a yearling and now is a win- 
ner. Brevity’s three-parts brother is also in the 
Milky Way string, Reaping Reward, a son of 
*Sickle—Dustwhirl (from Ormonda), which has 
won twice and was a $5,000 yearling. E. K. Bry- 
son has a three-parts sister to Granville in Sable 
Scarf, acquired as a yearling for $500 and a 
daughter of *Sir Gallahad III (sire of Gallant 
Fox)—Gravita. She is a maiden. Whoever se- 
lected the Milky Way yearlings must have felt 
mighty proud of his or her judgment when Bold 
Venture and Brevity came to the finish of the 
Derby inches apart and far in advance of the rest 
of the field.

ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, JUNE 8. 
Mahmoud's Future 


ACING is supposed to get into a man’s blood 

and cause him to do rash things, but H. H. 
Aga Khan is proof against what Robert Louis 
Stevenson terms “fine wildings”. I thought that, 
with English, Irish, and Normandy studs fairly 
bulging with classic stallions—-Blenheim, Bah- 
ram, Firdaussi, Dastur, Felicitation, Rustom 
Pasha, Umidwar, and the Lord knows how many 
more—the Aga Khan might decide to keep Mah- 
moud in training for next season’s Cups, but 
such hopes will not be realized. Mahmoud is to 
be sent to stud at the end of the present cam- 
paign, and will stand at the Egerton Stud, New- 
market, where Bahram and Dastur are located. 
Presumably, the grey’s fee will be in the 500 
sovereigns region, which is the figure demanded 
for the services of Blenheim and Bahram, and 
even if his first season list is confined to 20 mares, 
the return will be more profitable, commercially, 
than another year on the tracks. 

Prize-money for high-class 4-year-olds is not 
alluring enough for the Aga Khan, who stated 
in a recent interview with the Press in India 
that he is running his stable largely as an in- 
dustry, and not for the mere pleasure of the sport. 
Certainly the Indian potentate spent a lot of 
money in bloodstock when he first ventured into 
the field, but he is unquestionably reaping a 
handsome reward. I doubt if the outlay could 
have been invested in any other “industry” to 
bring in better dividends. I’m afraid that the 
Aga Khan will never get the thrill out of the 
sport that comes with racing for glory. William 
Woodward’s bid to win the Ascot Gold Cup with 
Omaha, for instance. Even if the big horse wins, 
the venture will leave Mr. Woodward quite a 
bit out of pocket—-a Quixotic proceeding accord- 
ing to the Aga Khan’s notions! 

I do not like to see immature horses sent to 
the stud, and the records show that those which 
are retired as 3-year-olds rarely make champion 
stallions. The Tetrarch is the only one that I 
can recall which was retired at such an early 
age, and which headed the list of winning sires.

Paris Mutuels 


T IS something of an eye-opener to read that 

the total turnover of the pari-mutuel machines 
on French race courses last year was in excess 
of £25,000,000. This should spell Turf prosperity, 
according to the advocates of tote betting, but 
the facts do not sustain this argument. Racing 
in France is at a low ebb just now, and the ma- 
jority of the owners of good class horses are 
only too willing to negotiate a deal with the 
English owners and trainers who go to the Con- 
tinent with the idea of picking up ready made 
winners. This is the reason why so many French- 
bred horses figure in our programs. For the 
greater part of last year, the deduction from the 
pari-mutuel pools was 15 per cent, which the 
gambling owners rightly described as ruinous. 
Nor has this rake-off been used to increase the 
amount of prize money—in fact with the ex- 
ception of the Grand Prix de Paris and one or 
two other notable events, the stakes have been 
reduced during the past two or three seasons. In 
my opinion, there is no doubt that the healthy 
rivalry of totalizator and bookmakers, as ob-

tains on our courses, makes for Turf prosperity. 
It is altogether undesirable that the machine 
should have the monopoly.

Hurst Park 


T Hurst Park on Whit-Monday, we saw what 

I regard as the best class 2-year-old seen 
under colors to date—Lord Astor’s Early School, 
a bay colt by Felstead out of Quick Rise, by 
Hurry On. Early School was making his debut 
in the Sorrel Plate, and he beat 13 rivals, in- 
cluding several who had shown fair form, in the 
smoothest style imaginable. In the corresponding 
race last year, Pay Up finished third. I am pre- 
dicting that Early School will be much in our 
thoughts when we are contemplating the 1937 
Derby, if the colt has fair training luck. There 
were other interesting winners at the Hurst Park 
fixture. Noble Turk, a 3-year-old gelding by 
Noble Star, which is already being talked about 
as a Cambridgeshire horse, won the Davis Stakes, 
his owner laying £6,000 to £4,000 on in one hand 
with a rails bookmaker. That’s the sort of bet 
that makes the Tote look silly! 


William Woodward’s American-bred 3-year-old 
Orangeman (by Sir Gallahad III out of Moira 
Rhu), took the Penrhyn Cup, a 1,000 sovereigns 
handicap, and Sir Laurence Philipps won the Toy 
Plate for 2-year-olds with a very nice colt named 
The Hour, a son of Horus from the Tetrarch 
mare, Dursilla.

Manchester 


ROM the London meeting we traveled to 

Manchester for the four days’ fixture, and 
as is usual at the June meeting on the Castle 
Irwell course, a number of valuable weight-for- 
age events went to comparatively moderate 
horses. Multissimo, a 3-year-old grey colt by 
Prestissimo, which is by no means a flier, se- 
cured the Royal Standard Stakes (2,630 sover- 
eigns) for Vic Smyth's little stable in what Tod 
Sloan used to style “the objection room”, the dis- 
qualified horse being Lady Zia Wernher’s big 
chestnut colt Precipitation, a son of Hurry On. 
There’s a real good race or two to be won with 
Precipitation, although guilty of crossing in this 
Manchester race, is probably 21 pounds superior 
of the colt which was awarded the prize. The 
Red Rose Stakes (valued 1,909 sovereigns) went 
to the moderate Obliterated, a 3-year-old son of 
Obliterate, owned by Riley Smith and trained by 
Matthew Peacock at Middleham. 

There was a field of eleven for the Manchester 
Cup, a mile and a half handicap worth 2,160 
sovereigns to the winning owner. No fewer than 
five of the runners were French-bred—Chrysler 
II, Crisa, Astyanax, Fineweed, and Pegomas. In 
a singularly open market, six to one being of- 
fered on the field at flag fall, the top weight, His 
Reverence, and Astyanax started joint favorites. 
At 10 furlongs, the City and Suburban winner 
and “Jubilee” runner-up would have justified his 
backers, but the race clearly demonstrated that 
His Reverence does not stay beyond that distance. 
The race was run at a cracking pace throughout, 
Merely a Minor and Pegomas starting off as 
though it was a sprint, but before they had gone 
half a mile, His Reverence was upsides with the 
leader, Pegomas. Shortly after entering the 
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UST once has the English Derby been won by 

an American-bred, American-trained, Ameri- 
can-owned horse, when Iroquois, the property of 
the late Mr. Pierre Lorillard, master of Rancocas, 
triumphed in 1881. Just once has the Ascot Gold 
Cup, most celebrated of British long distance 
classics, been captured by an American-bred, 
American-trained, American-owned horse, when 
Foxhall, the property of the late Mr. James R. 
Keene, master of Castleton, won in 1882. So the 
eighties were the great days for American Thor- 
oughbreds, in international racing and _ the 
classic events. To mention a third which makes 
up a trinity of historic races, the Grand National 
at Aintree never once has been won by a con- 
federacy, purely American in all its phases. 
Three American owners have led in the winner 
at Aintree, Mr. Stephen Sanford with Sergeant 
Murphy in 1923, Mr. A. C. Schwartz with Jack 
Horner in 1926, and Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark with 
Kellsboro’ Jack in 1933. But all these three were 
British horses, bred and trained in the British 
Isles, and ridden by British jockeys. Rubio, bred 
by Mr. J. B. Haggin in California, won the Na- 
tional in 1908. But he was sold as a yearling in 
England and he won the race in the colors of 
his Engiish owner, Major F. Douglas Pennant. 


American participation in British racing today 
is infinitely keener and more extensive than it 
was a half-century ago, but, regardless of that, 
those unique records of the eighties in the Derby 
and the Ascot Gold Cup still survive; Iroquois 
and Foxhail still hold their pride of place and 
their ancient prestige. 

This year it did seem as if Foxhall would have 
to share his distinction and fame with another 
American Thoroughbred, an animal which went 
to England with a far greater reputation than 
Foxhall ever had gained in this country a half- 
century ago when he was sent to England to 
race in the famous colors, white with blue spots, 
of Mr. Keene. America never had a worithier 
representative than Omaha, the 3-year-old cham- 
pion of 1935. He was shipped to England this 
past winter and this year won in impressive 
style his two starts, the Victor Wild Stakes and 
the Queens Plate. In so dominating a fashion did 
he win that it was not surprising that he was 
made a hot favorite for the Ascot Gold Cup, 
particularly after his most hardly opponent, Lord 
Derby’s Plassy, had been withdrawn. 

But though the Earl of Derby, head of that 
famous Stanley family which had been so largely 
concerned with the feundation of racing in Eng- 
land, had scratched Plassy, his son, Lord Stanley 
was there with his filly Quashed, winner of the 


Oaks a year ago. And true to her name, Lord 


straight Pegomas hit his knee against the rail, 
and had to be pulled up. When His Reverence 
was beaten two furlongs out, Emborough went 
into the lead, and well ridden by Jack Sirett, 
stayed there to beat the penalized Chrysler II 
a couple of lengths with the last year’s winner of 
the race, Moneybox, a head away third. 
Emborough, bought as a yearling for 1,500 
guineas by Lord Glanely, was bred at the Na- 
tional Stud. The colt, which won the Liverpool 
Cup last Autumn, is by Gainsborough—-Embarras 
de Richesse, by Phalaris. The Manchester win 
was a welcome change of luck for Lord Glanely, 
who, considering the amount of money that he

Stanley’s filly destroyed the American hopes for 
the year, and in one of those hair breadth finishes 
to which Mr. Woodward must now be inured, the 
filly which can’t get into the General Stud Book 
because of some doubt about her dam, nosed out 
the American horse. A miss is as good as a 
mile, and this miss was very good indeed, for 
with amazing gameness she hung on and gave 
England an international victory which set 
Ascot, ultra fashionable Ascot, cheering like 
mad. Only a nose lay between Omaha and vic- 
tory, but the nose of the filly lay there in front. 
England because she defended the Cup with one 
of her own is cheering, and so is the ghost of 
Foxhall. But it was a bitter disappointment to 
Mr. Woodward, and the thousands of admirers 
of Omaha in this country. 

Because it was so close; because America, 
thinking of Omaha in international terms, so 
nearly won, it is a very great certainty that 
our enthusiasm will not be diminished, nor the 
determination to win this event. Some day again 
it will be won by an American owner with an 
American-bred horse, whether it be Mr. Wood- 
ward, who with such high intelligence and 
knowledge of blood lines is breeding Thorough- 
breds of the highest type and stamina, or by 
someone else. From Belair, combined with Clai- 
borne, are coming horses of which America can 
be proud, descendants of that stout and speedy 
family of Frenchmen, tracing through *Sir Galla- 
had III and *Teddy, through the great Ajax, and 
so back to England and Flying Fox. 

But the golden prize at Ascot, whether it be 
a cup or shining candlesticks, and that gold cup 
which goes to the winning owner at Aintree, are 
elusive things, as all gold is nowadays. But I 
should like to see the golden symbols of victories 
at Ascot and Aintree in this country with the 
realization that both had been won by “simon 
pure” American horses. And if I can last a few 
years, I feel sure that I will see them, because 
determination and dogged perseverance will some 
day have their reward. Some day, Mr. J. H. 
Whitney will see the pink sleeves of his racing 
colors stretched out guiding some animal which 
has every reason to be tired, but which is gal- 
loping to victory in the National. But I do not 
think even if it is American-bred and American- 
owned, that it will be American trained. Not at 
any rate while Mr. Jack Anthony has his hat in 
the ring, who so faithfully and with such talent 
has taken care of Mr. Whitney’s steeplechasing 
interests in Great Britain. And some day we 
shall prove that we breed animals which, whether 
they are in the General Stud Book or not, have 
the speed and stamina and courage for the Ascot 
Cup distance. 


some return as do some owners. However, his 
Lordship is nearly top-weight among ‘good 
losers’, and he never complains of his Turf for- 
tunes.

NEW YORK 


AQUEDUCT 


N the twelfth day of its 22-day meeting, 

Aqueduct offered an attractive program on 
June 20, with no claiming events on the seven- 
race card. A race for maiden fillies went to 
Wheatley Stable’s Devil’s Pace, by Diavolo, with 
Ira Hanford in the saddle. The steeplechase 
event was won by Thomas Hitchcock's *Ferry- 
man, ridden by the prominent amateur, Regan 
McKinney. The day’s feature was the forty- 
eighth Dwyer Stakes, an account of which ap- 
pears in other columns. Other events were 
graded handicaps, the best of them being a 
Class B event won by Orienta Stable’s Emileo. 
Form players had a fine day, with six consecu- 
tive favorites winning the first six races. It is 
to be hoped that they did not “put it back” on 
the last event of the day, for in that race the 
8-to-1 Abner gave a two-length beating to the 
odds-on Treford, on which Johnny Gilbert was 
attempting to complete a triple, having won a 
graded handicap with Fluton and the Dwyer 
Stakes with Mr. Bones. 

The current week offers the Gazelle Stakes, 
a revival of a filly event, on June 24, and on Sat- 
urday, June 27, the Brooklyn Handicap is up for 
decision. Discovery is expected to be trying for 
his third consecutive victory in this event, the 
son of Display having won the 1934 and 1935 
renewals. Chief opposition is expected from 
Roman Soldier, which will carry 126 pounds to 
the Vanderbilt colt’s 136. Memory Book, Good 
Goods, Esposa, are other starters, and Discovery 
may have a stablemate in Good Gamble or Good 
Harvest. On Saturday also the Astoria Stakes, 
for 2-year-old fillies, will offer a supporting at- 
traction. Goldey F. will probably be favored for 
this event. 


AIRFLAME’S TREMONT STAKES 


The first, and most sensational, of the winter- 
raced 2-year-olds to show to advantage at Aque- 


duct was Alfred Vanderbilt’s Airflame (117), 
which ran to moderately easy victory in the Tre- 
mont Stakes ($2,500 added, 2-year-old colts and 
geldings, five furlongs), at Aqueduct June 17. 
Airflame had set a world’s record for three 
furlongs at Santa Anita last January, in the 
second of four consecutive victories. In his first 
start in the east, however, he had been run back 
to fourth place in the Juvenile Stakes at Belmont 
Park. There was the usual dismissal of Air- 
flame’s chances, as merely a winter “flash,” but 
the Ariel 2-year-old came back in good style in 
the Tremont. Sammy Renick had the Vanderbilt 
colt away swiftly, then, when in front, took him 
slightly under restraint. Billionaire, in second 
place shortly after the start, could not get to 
him, but Foxcatcher Farms Stable’s Fairy Hill 
(112), a Messenger gelding, raced up to the lead- 
er in the stretch. Renick went into a drive, and 
Airflame pulled out to lead by a half-length at 
the finish. J. E. Widener’s Fencing (112), by 
Chance Shot, moved forwardly in the stretch, 
then tired, to finish third, a length and a half 
behind Fairy Hill, a head in front of Alvin Un- 
termyer’s Scintillator (119). The others were 
Top Radio (112), Billionaire, Over the Top 
(112) and Gurkha (108). Time, :5945, track 
fast.

On June 20 he 
won the Mayflower Stakes at Suffolk Downs. For 
an account of this see Massachusetts, this issue. 


MR. BONES WINS THE DWYER 


It was more or less obvious, at Aqueduct on 
June 20, that the running of the forty-eighth 
Dwyer Stakes ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds, 1% 
miles) was going to be more or less a Whitney 
affair. Of the six starters, four were sired by 
stallions owned by various members of the Whit- 
ney family. The favorite was J. H. Whitney’s 
Mr. Bones (119), which had unexpectedly run 
Granville to a head in the Belmont Stakes June 
6, and Memory Book (119), an outsider, flew the 
colors of Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree Stable. 
Gean Canach, by *St. Germans, and Pullman, by 
The Porter, also were by Whitney sires. 

The field for the stakes which Hanover won 
in the 1887 inaugural, and Omaha in the 1935 
running, was not as good as had been hoped. In- 
juries had taken from the 3-year-old picture Bold 
Venture, Brevity, Coldstream, Tintagel, and 
others. Granville, missing a work, was not start- 
ed. Teufel, lame after a work-out during the pre- 
vious week, was not sent postward. Hollyrood 
was running in the Chicago Derby. Only Memory 
Book and Walter M. Jefford’s Jean Bart (116) 
were from the group which were considered the 
leading 3-year-olds at the beginning of the sea- 
son. 


To the front, as expected, went Mr. Bones. 
Challenging him at once, also as expected, was 
Jean Bart, second choice in the wagering. For 
six swift furlongs this was the order, with Sage 
Stable’s Pullman (116) in third position. On the 
turn Jean Bart had had enough, and fell back 
to finish last. Mr. Bones, ridden by Johnny Gil- 
bert, who had won the 1933 Dwyer on War Glory, 
raced on to a handy victory. A length and a half 
behind him, Pullman took second place, a like 
distance in front of Memory Book, which had 
trailed until the stretch was reached. Mrs. C. 
Bromley’s Excite (116) which had raced evenly, 
was fourth, with Gean Canach (119) and Jean 
Bart finishing in order. Time, :23, :4635, 1:115, 
1:37, 1:4945, track fast. Stakes division, $8,500, 
$1,500, $750, $300.

*Royal Minstrel stands at the J. H. Whitney 
farm, at Lexington. Under an agreement with Mr. 
Whitney’s mother, owner of Greentree Farm, 
*Royal Minstrel is bred to a number of Greentree 
mares each year, with the provision that Mr. 
Whitney may select one of the foals after they 
are weaned. Mr. Whitney has now qualified as 
an expert judge of foals. From the first crop 


under the arrangement, he selected Singing 
Wood, winner of Futurity, Withers, etc., and 
$118,575. Mr. Bones was his choice from the crop 
of 1933. Also selected under this arrangment are 
Royal Feast, a juvenile which has not yet started, 
and a 1935 brown colt out of Fair Feint. Mr. 
Bones has now started 12 times, won five races, 
finished second twice, third once, and has earned 
$21,925. He had previously won the Swift Stakes, 
and an account of his pedigree appears in con- 
nection with the story of that race, in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE of May 30, page 670. The pedigree pre- 
sents the somewhat familiar pattern of the prin- 
cipal American lines outcrossed with an imported 
horse. 


PLANS FOR ROMAN SOLDIER 


A year ago Phil Reuter and Elwood Sachsen- 
maier owned equal shares of Roman Soldier. 
The former, anxious to race horses in his own 
name, disposed of his interest in the colt to his 
partner for $16,500—taking $15,000 worth of 
horseflesh and the remainder in cash. His swap 
has left him with $3,000, since the horses pro- 
cured in the trade broke down and brought only 
$1,500 when sold. He continues, however, to 
train what many believe to be the second best 
handicap horse in the country and after starting 
him in the Brooklyn Handicap, plans to move to 
Arlington Park for the Stars and Stripes Handi- 
cap. Afier that race comes the Massachusetts 
Handicap at Suffolk Downs ($25,000 added) and 
the Narragansett Special, also $25,000 added. In 
the two last named races the son of *Cohort and 
Miamba is expected to meet the country’s leading 
handicap horse, Discovery. 


EXCITING HURDLE RACE 


Spectators at Aqueduct on June 15 had plenty 
to watch in the second race, a hurdle event. The 
favorite Jungle Dawn fell at the final fence and 
suffered a broken neck. Funny Bone fell earlier 
in the race and broke a leg. Two horses left 
the course, and Harem Honey and Big March 
finished in a dead heat. The dead heat was the 
second this year in a jumping event. Little 
Woman and Ship Executive left the hurdle 
course, took one jump on the steeplechase course, 
and could not get back to the hurdle lane. 
Crowding caused the favorite to go down at the 
final barrier, and Jockey Willie Collins narrowly 
escaped injury. 


RULINGS 


On June 16 Jockey J. Haley, for his part in 
the spill in the steeplechase feature, was sus- 
pended for the rest of the Aqueduct meeting 
(14 days). On June 20 F. Thorndyke, for un- 
satisfactory riding, was suspended indefinitely, 
and his case referred to the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association. Jack Westrope was 
suspended 10 days for foul riding on the same 
day. 


WHEN J. E. Widener announced that the Flor- 
ida Derby would be renamed the Flamingo 
Stakes in 1937, William V. Dwyer guessed he 
would have to change the name of the Derby 
Consolation Stakes at Tropical Park. Beau Bel- 
mont, in the Morning Telegraph, suggested the 
Wild Duck. Near Tropical Park is a wild duck 
farm, none of the ducks, however, being allowed 
in the Tropical Park infield. 
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KENTUCKY 


LATONIA 


NDER a blazing sun, Latonia came to the 

twenty-fifth day of its 37-day meeting on 
June 20. During the previous week, purses at the 
northern Kentucky track were cut from a $700 
minimum to a $600 minimum. It was explained 
that the increased purses, and doubled stakes 
values were too much for Latonia’s treasury to 
stand. Horsemen accepted the cut with little ob- 
jection, were not so sure about the explanation. 
The doubled stakes values costs the track $2,500 
a week. Assuming that the increase which was 
announced before the meeting, in purse mini- 
mum, cost $100 for each race during the week, 
Latonia’s additional expense was $7,200 a week 
in purse money. Left unsaid was the fact that 
the Kentucky Legislature this year reduced La- 
tonia’s daily tax from $2,500 to $1,000, so that 
the track has a saving of $9,000 weekly in taxes, 
over previous years. Taking tax decrease and 
purse increase together, Latonia was $1,800 a 
week better off than in 1934 or 1935. Attendance 
has been somewhat increased this year, and while 
betting totals have not been announced, there is 
no reason to believe they are below those of pre- 
ceding years. 


The current week offers, on June 27, the La- 
tonia Oaks, with $5,000 added. Sparta, Hal Price 
Headley filly, will probably be shipped to La- 
tonia for this race, and is likely to be the fa- 
vorite. Brendard, Mary Terry, Thatagal, and 
Asyouwere are other possible starters. The last 
stakes of the meeting, the Independence Handi- 
cap, will be run on July 4. 


On June 20, the feature was the Cincinnati 
Trophy, which drew a field of 12 2-year-olds. 
The winner was H. C. Applegate’s Chigre, a 
gelding by Peter Hastings. The only other non- 
claiming event on the card was a maiden 2-year- 
old race, won by the Prince of Bourbon gelding, 
Paris Prince, owned and trained by T. B. Young. 


CHIGRE’S UPSET 


The favored J. W. Parrish entry of Proph 
(119) and Dellor (117), and the Dixiana entry of 
Sweepalot (117) and Lee Hastings (112) seemed 
to have the Cincinnati Trophy ($5,000 added, 2- 
year-olds, six furlongs) at their disposal on June 
20, with some opposition from R. L. Baker’s 
Ginocchio (119). As the race was run, however, 
two outsiders came down to take first and sec- 
ond positions, with few excuses for the beaten 
favorites. 

Ginocchio was rushed to the front at once, 
with Proph, which had got away in the lead, at 
his side. Dr. Menendez (112) was third, Ferguson 
and Herndon’s Josh (119) was fourth, and 
Sweepalot was fifth. Josh was the only outsider 
in the group, the others being first, second, third, 
and fourth choices. Ginocchio and Proph were 
still fighting for the lead at the quarter-pole, 
Josh had moved into third place as Dr. Menen- 
dez dropped back to fourth; Sweepalot was still 
fifth. .In the succeeding furlong Ginocchio fal- 
tered, then collapsed. Into the lead went Proph, 
with Josh at his head. Sweeping up from sixth 
place came H. C. Applegate’s Chigre (119), rid- 
den by Jockey H. Gower. At the stretch call he 
was fourth, and in the closing eighth he ran 
down the leaders, drew out to win by a length. 


Josh held on to second place, a length and a half 
in front of Sweepalot, with Proph, tiring in the 
last drive, falling back to fourth. The others, in 
order, were Lee Hastings, Ginocchio, Carl S. 
(117), Midas (112), Dr. Menendez, Dellor, Good 
Catch (117), and Kermay (117). The winner 
paid $28.60 for a $2 straight ticket. It was the 
second time of the day for the Dixiana entry to 
finish third and fifth, this being also the fortune 
of the entry in the Moslem Temple Stakes, at 
Detroit. Time, :2245, :47, 1:1235, track fast. 
Stakes division, $4,895, $1,000, $500, $250.

Chigre’s breeder and owner, H. C. Applegate, 
of Louisville, was winning the Cincinnati Trophy 
for the second time. In 1913 he sent out Old 
Rosebud, the Uncle gelding which later won the 
Kentucky Derby in time which stood until Twen- 
ty Grand’s year. Chigre has now started five 
times, won three races, finished third once, and 
has earned $6,020. Twilight Maiden never raced. 
She was purchased, in 1928, from the estate of 
W. E. Applegate and W. L. Nutter, for $600, by 
H. C. Applegate. She had two foals which died 
before reaching racing age. Her only other foal 
to live to racing age was Gee Gee, a winner. De- 
vonshire Dolly is also dam of the winners De- 
vonite (up to eight), Lord Granite (up to six), 
Torch (up to 10), and Joan Pat (to six). She 
was half-sister to Spring Song, dam of Suspicion. 
Sankara won, and produced Lady Quex, dam of 
the winners Robert Bradley (Havre de Grace, D. 
and C. Handicaps), Barrister, Cowdin, Mother 
Machree, and Betty Haggin, and the producer 
Quixota, Sankara also was dam of Lord Quex 
(Crescent City Derby), Swannanoa, and Sanfara, 
stakes winner and dam of the stakes winner 
Kewessa, the winners Billy McGee, Old Eylers, 
Virginia L. (dam of Canter, Singlefoot, Single 
Step, Teufel, etc.), O’Kelly, and Maurice H., and 
the producers Lilly B. and Lady Lovely. 


SIX STRAIGHT 


On June 20 at Latonia Camp Cook finished 
third behind Miss Melody and Fairisk in the 
fifth race. It was Camp Cook’s first losing race 
in seven starts. His previous six consecutive 
winning races marked the first time since 1934 
that any horse had won six straight races at 
the northern Kentucky track. Camp Cook 
started his run of victories on May 27, won again 
on May 30, June 3, 6, 10, and 13. 


SHIPMENT 


On June 23 Dr. C. R. Richards, of New York, 
left Lexington with two carloads of Thorough- 
breds, his destination being Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, Md. The shipment 
included eight yearling colts, recently purchased 
for Mr. Vanderbilt; the others were mares and 
foals. “Six of the yearlings were purchased from 
persons who sell at Saratoga, and I was asked 
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not to disclose the breeding in advance of the 
August sales,” said Dr. Richards. “However, I 
am at liberty to say that I bought the bay colt 
by Victorian—June Rose, and the chestnut colt 
by Victorian--Mormaw, from Horatio Mason.” 
The mares in the shipment, in addition to Ab- 
stain, owned by Janon Fisher, were Lawless 
Lady, St. Claire, Croya, Sunny Sal, Ovalette, 
Rock Gold, Shepherdess, Hindu Queen, Bodega, 
Clifton’s Maid, Green Light, and Sure Thing.

Dates for the meeting that closes 
on Labor Day, September 7, were approved by 
the Kentucky State Racing Commission at La- 


tonia on June 20. Extensive improvements are 
under way at the track situated on an island in 
the Ohio river, but part of Kentucky. Officials 
for the meeting approved were, T. C. Bradley 
and J. J. Graddy, stewards; Fred Burton, N. H. 
McClelland, and W. H. Shelley, placing judges; 
Fred Burton, secretary; N. H. McClelland, clerk 
of the scales; George R. Palmer, starter; Dr. I. 
M. Hendrick, paddock judge; R. Q. Cogar and 
A. W. Winters, patrol judges, and Olin Johnson, 
timer. 

V. WHITNEY YEARLINGS 

C. V. Whitney left Lexington June 22, after a 
short visit during which he selected the yearlings 
which will be sold August 4, on the opening day 
of the yearling sales at Saratoga. The sale of 
Whitney yearlings will be an annual affair, it 
has been announced, with about 25 head con- 
signed each year. Mr. Whitney plans to reduce 
his stable to about 25 horses, which will be cam- 
paigned as one stable, instead of several di- 
visions. About 10 or 12 yearlings will be re- 
tained from each crop for replacements. The 
yearlings chosen will not be shipped from the 
Whitney farm until late July, and are now at 
the Lexington farm, where inspection is invited. 

Major L. A. Beard, manager of the Whitney 
Thoroughbred interests, said: 

The replacements selected by Mr. Whitney will be 
chosen on bloodlines with the idea that eventually they, 
in turn, will be used as replacements in the C. V. 
Whitney stud. Those to be sold, having a predominance 
of the blood of the Whitney stud, are certainly as good 
and in some instances better than those that will be 
kept this year. The situation will be the same in this 
respect in future years. The yearlings to be retained 
by Mr. Whitney each year will be about equally divided 
as to sex. No culls will be sold at Saratoga. They can 
honestly be recommended, and will be chosen before 
any of them are ever saddled. There will be no reserve 
price on any yearlings offered.

KENTUCKY’S DROUTH 


Central Kentucky’s continued drouth has 
burned pastures to a crisp, put crops and gardens 
in real danger, and in some cases made the 
water supply serious. Only once since early 
May has rain of any value fallen, and that 
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completely missed some sections. Farmers and 
stockmen are busy attempting to locate new 
wells on their farms, and any further prolonga- 
tion of the dry spell will result in an acute water 
famine. Fire hazards have increased and many 
Thoroughbred breeders whose property is ad- 
jacent to railroads are plowing along the right- 
of-way to protect parched fields from flying 
sparks. 


A NEW GARNER IS UP 


For a great many years the name Garner has 
been well known in American racing. Best 
known of the riders by that name is Mack Gar- 
ner, nicknamed “Uncle” when his nephew Willie 
Garner (William Rinehart) took up riding. 
“Uncle” Mack was not the first of the Garner 
jockeys when he made his debut in 1914. Before 
him his father “Dode’’ Garner had been a race 
rider. His brothers “Skeets”, Harry, Guy, and 
Lambert also followed that profession. It is not 
likely that the name will soon be lost to racing. 
On June 20 Mack Garner, Jr., at the age of 14, 
galloped his first Thoroughbred at Latonia race 
track. While out of his Covington school for the 
summer, the youngster will spend his mornings 
learning the fundamentals of being a jockey. 


FIRE AT HARTLAND 


Nordrie, 3-year-old chestnut daughter of 
*North Star IIlI—Aidrie Lass, a yearling colt by 
*Kiev, and a saddle pony died in a fire that 
destroyed the training barn at Hartland Stud in 
Woodford county early on the morning of June 
20. Miss Lucy Simms was the owner of Nordrie, 
which won three out of 18 starts last year and 
$2,300. John M. Kitchen owned the colt. A 
large quantity of hay and 1,100 bales of straw 
also burned. The barn included 50 stalls and 
Farm Manager L. A. Railey had planned to train 
a number of yearlings there for different owners, 
starting July 1. He will use other buildings for 
stabling. 


ROSENBERG 2-YEAR-OLDS 


Four juveniles, bred and trained by W. Rodes 
Estill, at Elmwood Farm, Lexington, were 
shipped to Belmont Park June 23. The four, all 
owned by Lee Rosenberg, of New York, were 
in charge of Dick Wilson. The four are Red 
Lion, by Desperate Desmond—Broomhandle, by 
*Negofol; Sport Desmond, by Desperate Des- 
mond—Dicing, by *Polymelian; Boro Poker, by 
Desperate Desmond—Dinah’s Dimple, by Meri- 
dian; and Robber Baron, by Desperate Des- 
mond—tIngrid, by *Crimper. All are colts.

Jere L. Tarlton, Lexington breeder, suffered 
head cuts June 20 when he fell on a Lexington 
street after being stricken ill.

DOPE 


SUSPENDED BY COMMISSION 


AWTHORNE stewards suspended Mrs. Sam 

Orr and Trainer Sam Orr when a saliva test 
taken from the former’s horse, Metarus, on June 
1 showed strychnine had been used. The case 
was referred to the State Racing Commission 
which placed the owner and trainer under a 90- 
day suspension on June 16. The suspension, 
dated from the time of the offense, ends August 
30. Horses owned by the stable, Metarus, Unkie 
Tom, Doris B., Drombo, and Orinoco also were 
suspended for a similar period. 


TRAINER WEAVER REINSTATED 


Stewards of Latonia race track were over- 
ruled on June 20 when the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission members, meeting at the track 
on that date, reinstated Trainer J. T. Weaver 
to good standing. On June 13 Weaver, trainer 
for Vice Chairman William E. Smith of the 
commission, was suspended for 60 days after a 
saliva test taken from Grey Friar showed strych- 
nine had been given the horse. The horse was 
owned by Smith and trained by Weaver. Tes- 
timony before the commission was to the effect 
that Weaver had not been near the stable since 
early morning, that the drug said to have been 
given the horse would not act as a stimulant, 
and that there was practically no betting on the 
horse. Commissioner Smith left the meeting dur- 
ing the hearing. Those testifying included Dr. 
W. E. Coover, Presiding Judge Charles F. Price, 
Dr. J. H. Reister, Chemist John Brennen, and 
others. The Cincinnati Enquirer the following 
day said, “The general opinion of horsemen and 
Turf followers was that the effectiveness of the 
narcotic rule ‘had taken a walk’.” 
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DETROIT 


ERY formful racing greeted the large crowd, 

estimated optimistically at 15,000, which at- 
tended the racing of Saturday, June 20, at the 
Detroit Fair Grounds. There were no odds-on 
favorites during the day, but six first choices 
succeeded in the eight events, with second and 
third choices winning the remaining two. Dixi- 
ana could not score a local victory in the stakes 
feature, the Moslem Temple Stakes, but two De- 
troit-owned stables sent out winners during the 
day. Fred M. Alger, Jr.’s White Ginger won the 
fourth race, a claiming event, and Bomar Sta- 
ble’s Billy Bee, a Jean Valjean gelding, won the 
supporting event, the Judge DeWitt H. Merriam 
Handicap, a $1,000 purse event at six furlongs. 
L. Hardy took riding honors for the day, win- 
ning on three of his mounts. 

Detroit has 12 days of racing remaining, with 
the meeting closing on July 4. On June 27, the 
attraction will be the Pontchartrain Handicap, 
with $5,000 added, for 3-year-olds and up at 
1 1-16 miles. Closing day will have two stakes 
events. The Liberty Handicap, with $3,000 added, 
engages 3-year-olds and up at six furlongs, and 
the Woodward Stakes, with $2,000 added, will 
give juveniles a chance, at 5% furlongs. 

Support at Detroit seems somewhat bettered 
this year. In 1934 the Detroit Racing Association 
held a 123-day meeting, which was almost in- 
evitably a losing one. Two shorter meetings last 
year were moderately successful, and this year 
the association is enjoying a public slightly more 
educated to racing, together with somewhat bet- 
tered economic conditions in the Motor City. 


MOSLEM TEMPLE STAKES 


Dixiana’s 2-year-olds have been practically 
dominating the juvenile racing at Latonia. Milky 
Way Farms’ 2-year-olds have been leading in 
their division at Hawthorne. Both stables de- 
cided on an invasion of Detroit for the Moslem 
Temple Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 514 
furlongs) on June 20. For Dixiana it was hardly 
an invasion, as Dixiana’s owner, C. T. Fisher, 
is a resident of Detroit. However, attempts to 
get Detroit-owned horses to win in Detroit have 
most frequently been abortive, as the perform- 
ances of Mata Hari and *Azucar there may in- 
stance. 

At all events, both invaders found more than 
they could handle in Mrs. A. M. Creech’s Stimu- 
lus filly, Miss Dolphin (113). She took the track 
with a brilliant burst of speed which carried her 
five lengths to the front in the first quarter-mile. 
Jockey C. Parvin kept the filly going, and the 
margin was never lessened, and Miss Dolphin 
came to the judges leading by six lengths. Dixi- 
ana’s Manager Mike (113) raced in second place 
from the start, only to be nosed out of that po- 
sition at the wire by Mrs. C. S. Howard’s Cora- 
mine (113), which, like the winner, is a daugh- 
ter of Stimulus. Manager Mike took third place 
by a head from another Detroit-owned juvenile, 
Bomar Stable’s Yellow Tulip (113), fifth was the 
other Dixiana entry, Mata’s Brother (113), broth- 
er to Mata Hari. Each of the Dixiana juveniles 
had started but once, at Latonia, and had won by 
generous margins. In the sixth place was Milky 
Way Farms Stable’s “contest yearling’”’, Nation’s 
Taste (116). Planetoid (113) was next, with the 


other Milky Way Farms entry, Reaping Reward 
(113), in eighth place. Little Upset (119) and 
Rebecca Lee (107) completed the field. Time, 
12226, :451%4, 1:05 (equals track record), track 
fast. Stakes division, $4,490, $800, $400, $200.

Miss Dolphin won the Victoria Stakes at Wood- 
bine Park in May, and an account of that race, 
together with details of her pedigree, appeared 
in.

She 
was a $700 yearling purchase, and has now won 
four of her five starts, finished second in the 
other, which was the St. Clair Stakes. The filly 
raced, until her last previous start on June 9, 
under the silks of E. F. Seagram; then was 
claimed by her present owner for $4,000.

HELIOS DISQUALIFIED 


J. G. Angner’s Helios reached the front a half- 
mile from the wire in the fourth race at Detroit 
on June 17 and maintained a comfortable lead 
until halfway through the stretch run. There the 
6-year-old horse, ridden by Jockey S. Erwin, car- 
ried Inheritor wide and finished in front by a 
neck. For the foul Helios was disqualified and 
Erwin suspended. Inheritor was given first, 
Brown Molasses second and Natalie Mae third. 

Jockey Erwin was reinstated to good standing 
by Detroit stewards on June 18 following a hear- 
ing at which Trainer J. P. Angner and Jockeys 
R. Fisher and T. Meloche testified. Testimony 
was to the effect that Helios had repeatedly gone 
to the outside fence in other races despite all 
his riders could do and that he had previously 
been disqualified for that. Erwin declared he 
took the mount after several other riders had 
refused it, knowing the horse’s bad behavior. 
Stewards notified the racing secretary not to ac- 
cept entry of Helios until he could be rigged up 
in such a fashion that he would run straight. 


FALL MEETING 


President Clarence E. Lehr, of the Detroit 
Racing Association, announced June 22 that the 
Detroit fall meeting would open on August 22, 
run to September 19, for 25 days of racing. An 
earlier opening was originally planned, but the 
date schedule of Ohio and Illinois tracks caused 
the meeting to be set back.

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MASSACHUSETTS 


SUFFOLK AND AGAWAM 


AIN fell on the two Massachusetts tracks last 

week, giving indifferent footing on Monday 
and Tuesday, but thereafter the weather cleared, 
and remained fair over the week-end. Suffolk 
Downs, opening a 53-day meeting on June 15, 
offered three stakes during the week. The Pil- 
grim Handicap, on opening day, went to Go 
Quick, as related in the previous issue of THE 
BLoop-HORSE. The mid-week feature was the 
Bunker Hill Handicap, won by Leon Carter's 
Black Gift. On Saturday, June 20, the Mayflower 
Stakes marked another triumph for Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s Airflame, which ran to a new track rec- 
ord of :5925 for the five furlongs. A former 
Vanderbilt horse won the supporting attraction, 
a $1,300 overnight handicap. This was Dreel, 
now owned by D. J. Sullivan, which was second 
choice in the betting. 


Suffolk Downs observes a $1,000 purse mini- 
mum, is hardly so generous in the matter of 
stakes. On June 20 30,000 patrons were out, 
wagering $467,270, but the stakes attraction had 
but $2,500 added, considerably less than the 
stakes values at tracks where such a handle 
would be phenomenal. Suffolk Downs offers a 
larger number of stakes than western tracks, 
but could afford heavier endowment with the sup- 
port which it is receiving. During the first week, 
the pari-mutuel turnover was $2,005,094, a daily 
average of $334,182, despite two days when rac- 
ing conditions were not particularly good. 


Agawam Park reached its twenty-second day 
on June 20, with 15 days remaining. The Spring- 
field track is offering $600 purses, with $800 fea- 
tures. A racing venture at that point last year 
resulted in a heavy loss, but this year’s meeting 
should be a successful one. The Wednesday turn- 
over was $131,895, while that on June 20 rose 
to $190,010, despite the fact that the first six 
races went to outsiders. 


GIFT HORSE AGAIN 


The mid-week stakes at Suffolk Downs last 
week was the Bunker Hill Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1% miles), run on 
June 17. In the inaugural running of the event 
Discovery was a starter, and perhaps for this 
reason the field was smaller and probably poorer 
in class than for the second running. Gov. Sholtz 
(10612), at all events, which was runner-up to 
Discovery last year, finished an absolute last in 
the 1936 renewal. 


Boston Brook (105) set the early pace, held his 
lead for a half-mile. Mrs. R. Pollard’s Chance 
Line (105) had been in second place from the 
start, but the challenge, when it came, was from 
Leon Carter’s Black Gift (106). The Neddie colt 
had been in third place from the start, and going 
into the second turn Jockey K. Knott sent him 
up on the outside. Into the stretch turned Black 
Gift, in front and running hard. Behind him 
came Chance Line, holding bravely to the pace. 
Falling away behind them was Boston Brook, and 
Araho Stable’s Howard (106) was moving up to 
third place. In a duel which carried them three 
lengths out in front of Howard, Black Gift and 
Chance Line swept under the wire, with Black 
Gift leading by a head. Howard kept third place 
easily, finishing two and a half lengths in front 


of Alfred Vanderbilt’s Gallant Mac (111), the 
top-weight of the field. The others, in order, 
were Boston Brook, Rip Van Winkle (104), Skip 
It (10114), and Gov. Sholtz. Time, :2415, :48%5, 
1:1325, 1:3745, 1:5045, track fast. Stakes di- 
vision, $4,725, $750, $500, $250.

The circumstances of Black Gift’s ownership 
were described in connection with the colt’s un- 
expected victory in the Philadelphia Handicap 
(THE BLOOD-HORSE, May 2, page 580), and details 
of his pedigree appeared there also. Briefly, 
Relance, in foal to Ed Crump or Neddie, was 
presented to Leon Carter by Mrs. Katherine E. 
Hitt, when he left her employ to work for Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade Stable. Black 
Gift was leased at two and three to Brookmeade, 
raced first in Owner Carter’s name last spring, 
after he had severed his connection with Brook- 
meade. His record to date is 49 starts, seven 
wins, nine times second, eight times third, earned 
$23,330. 


AIRFLAME CANTERS 


The second running of the Mayflower Stakes 
($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, five furlongs), at 
Suffolk Downs on June 20, was a more or less 
routine victory for Alfred Vanderbilt’s Airflame 
(123), though the Ariel colt was asked to con- 
cede 12 pounds actual weight to all of the field 
except Early Settler (110), which had a 13- 
pound advantage, despite carrying four pounds 
overweight. 


With Jockey Sammy Renick holding him 
sharply, Airflame was clear in a few strides, 
drew out to lead by three lengths. Under heavy 
restraint, he held this margin to the finish, won 
the easiest sort of a victory at 1 to 2. Driving 
hard after him was Maemere Farm Stable’s 
Rockwood (111), also a son of Ariel. Rockwood 
finished in second place, a length in front of 
Yodel (111), a *Strolling Player colt owned by 
C. T. Grayson. Fourth was Maedic (111), also 
under the Maemere Farm silks. Talked About 
(111) and Early Settler were the only other 
starters. Time, :2245, :4524, :59°%5 (new track 
record), track fast. Stakes division, $2,595, $400,

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ILLINOIS 


HAWTHORNE 


HE current week is the concluding one for 

the Hawthorne meeting, which will complete 
31 days of racing on June 27. Unless there is 
rain on closing day, the meeting will have en- 
joyed the best of weather on every important 
day. Washington Park officials, while not grudg- 
ing Hawthorne its success, must be feeling that 
justice, in the matter of Chicago weather, is 
rather far to seek. Last year Washington Park 
had approximately the same dates, for a 31-day 
meeting, that Hawthorne has this year. Rain 
fell on at least 25 of these days, including all of 
the important ones, and the track was fortunate 
to escape serious deficit. 


Memorial Day was the best attended of the 
current Hawthorne meeting, but the second larg- 
est crowd came out on June 20, for the tenth 
running of the Chicago Derby, revived after a 
two-year lapse. The event had had a rather spot- 
ted history, never a very excellent field. It was 
first run in 1890, and for four years thereafter. 
The sixth running was in 1904, the seventh 20 
years later, when Black Gold was the winner. It 
was run in 1925, not again until 1933. Only in 
1925, when Caractus was the winner, was it worth 
more to the winner than the $13,000 Hollyrood’s 
owner received this year. A crowd estimated at 
20,000 was present, and it was estimated that 
the pari-mutuel handle would pass $500,000 for 
the day. 


The stakes event of the closing week will be 
the Illinois Owners’ Handicap. One of the most 
interesting entries to this event is Calumet 
Farm’s Nellie Flag, which will make her 1936 
stakes debut in the closing day feature. The 
event has $5,000 in added money. On June 29, 
racing passes to Arlington Park, where the most 
pretentious of the Chicago meetings embarks on 
a 30-day schedule. 


ELEVENTH DERBY 


The Chicago Derby ($15,000 added, 3-year- 
olds, 114 miles) was the eleventh “derby” run in 
the United States this year. Winners of five of 
the previous 10 were included in the field at 
Hawthorne on June 20: A. G. Tarn’s Rushaway, 
winner of Louisiana, Illinois, and Latonia Derbys, 
Hal Price Headley’s Hollyrood, winner of the 
Detroit Derby, and Superior Stable’s Holl Image, 
winner of the Arkansas Derby. Rushaway was 
made the favorite over his conqueror a week 
earlier in the Detroit Derby, Chicago race goers 
evidently feeling that his behavior at the start 
was sufficient excuse for the Haste gelding in that 
race. 


Actually, the running was something of a rep- 
etition of that in the Detroit Derby. Blazing to 
the front went the *St. Germans filly, Sparta 
(113), coupled with Hollyrood (121) as the 
Headley entry. Sticking with her suprisingly was 
Anthony Pelleteri’s Doran (118), a 35 to 1 choice, 
and behind their pace waited Hollyrood, with 
Willie Saunders in the saddle. After a mile Doran 
put the filly away, and went briefly into the lead. 
Here Saunders moved forward with Hollyrood, 
and the High Cloud colt went rapidly to the front. 
At the eighth-pole he did not seem seriously 
threatened, but E. K. Bryson’s Carvola (113) and 
Holl Image (118), driving down on the outside, 
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forced Saunders to drive to the finish. Hollyrood 
won by three-fourths of a length from Carvola, 
with Holl Image a neck farther back. Doran held 
on to take fourth place, another length back. 
Rushaway (121) had moved into fourth place 
near the top of the stretch, and when Sparta and 
Doran began tiring was in position for a run. He 
was placed in close quarters when Holl Image and 
Carvola came down on the outside, but he had 
had his chance, had been unable to take advan- 
tage of it. Behind Doran, the order or finish was: 
Tugboat Frank (118), Sparta, Rushaway, Bow 
and Arrow (118), Dnieper (118), Sir Jim James 
(118), Tatterdemalion (118), and Baby Talk 
(118). Time, :2345, :47%, 1:12%, 1:39%, 2:05, 
track fast. Stakes division, $13,000, $3,000, $1,500, 
$750.

Owners and trainers with Thoroughbreds that 
are useful animals but have weak underpinnings 
will welcome an announcement made by Arling- 
ton Park. Secretary Charles J. McLennan an- 
nounced three races would be run over the turf 
each week during the Arlington Park meeting 
next month. The track is the only western one 
in America that offers turf racing. 


RULINGS 


On June 16, Dr. John R. Upton was barred by 
the Illinois State Racing Commission from 
veterinary practice until he had obtained a state 
license. J. Dobson was suspended for the rest 
of the meeting (seven days) for foul riding on 
June 19. 


SPECIAL AGENT FIRED 


Special Agent, acquired by Major Austin C. 
Taylor from Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brook- 
meade Stable, proved a real handicap bargain 
for the Vancouver sportsman’s stable. The 4- 
year-old’s victories in Taylor silks this year in- 
clude the Bay Meadows Handicap, Tanforan 
Inaugural Handicap, and San Francisco Handi- 
cap. On June 16 it was announced Special Agent 
had been fired and would not return to racing 
until fall. 


LADYSMAN is again training well, went a half- 
mile in :52%4 at Rockingham Park June 9, has 
gone to Suffolk Downs. 
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QUASHED

FOREIGN 


AT ROYAL ASCOT 


OURT mourning for the late King George pre- 

vented the presence of King Edward at Ascot 
when the four-day meeting opened on June 16, 
but with this exception the meeting was one of 
the most colorful and strongly attended in the 
history of England’s most fashionable course. 
Some of the formality was dropped this year in 
the interest of popularity, but nevertheless for- 
mal observances hang about Ascot as about no 
other race course. 


Americans, generally, were interested only in 
the performance of William Woodward’s Omaha 
in the Ascot Gold Cup, but saw a happy augury 
on the opening day, when John Hay Whitney’s 
Night Song won the Queen Mary Stakes. The 
grey 2-year-old is a daughter of *Royal Minstrel 
—Free and Easy, by *Chicle. She carries three 
crosses of “American” blood: Hanover through 
*Chicle’s dam; Broomstick through her own sec- 
ond dam, Flying Witch; and Domino through 
her third dam, Fly by Night II, by Peter Pan. 

More startling on opening day was the crush- 
ing defeat of the Derby winner, Mahmoud. In 
the St. James Palace Stakes Lord Astor sent 
out Rhodes Scholar, a Pharos colt which had de- 
developed just too slowly for the Derby. Though 
Mahmoud’s best distance is a mile, his sprint in 


the one-mile St. James Palace event found him 
unable to catch Rhodes Scholar, which defeated 
him decisively by five lengths. Lord Astor had 
already won the Coventry Stakes with the 2- 
year-old Early School, a son of Felstead. 


The second day’s racing was featured by the 
Royal Hunt Cup, second in importance of the 
Ascot features. Victory fell to Lady Nuttall’s 
5-year-old Guinea Gap, a 28-to-1 choice, which 
pulled out of the ruck to run down the leaders 
in the seven-furlong event. Another favorite 
went down in the Fern Hill Stakes, when 
Wyndham, which raced unnamed last year as 
“Bossover colt’? was beaten by Lady Ludlow’s 
Ipsden, a gelding by Sunny Trace. 

These, so far as Americans were concerned, 
were preliminary races. On June 18, before an 
audience estimated at between 150,000 and 200,- 
000 persons, nine horses paraded for the one hun- 
dred and twenty-fifth running of the Ascot Gold 
Cup, one of the most coveted of racing trophies. 
Favorite at 11 to 8 was Omaha, winner of the 
Victor Wild Stakes and Queen’s Plate in his two 
previous starts. Pat Beasley, who had ridden 
him in these two victories, was again in the sad- 
dle, was watching Richard Perryman on Lord 
Stanley’s 4-year-old filly, Quashed, one of the 
finest stayers in Europe. 

The Ascot course is an irregular, right-hand 
track, slightly more than a mile and three-quar- 
ters in circumference. The 244-mile Ascot Gold 
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Cup starts from a chute, a half-mile down to the 
right of the stand. There is almost a mile 
straightaway, then a sharp turn to the right, and 
a slightly curved half-mile. A sweeping turn to 
the right sends the field back toward the stand, 
over a track which is uphill most of the way. 
About a quarter-mile from the finish is a right- 
angle turn, and a straight dash to the wire. 


When the field broke down the straightaway, 
the French mare Chaudiere, owned by Baron 
Edouard de Rothschild, went into the lead as the 
field started slowly. Omaha and Quashed, neither 
of their jockeys with any illusions about which 
was the horse to beat, hung back in the pack. 
Lord Glanley’s Buckleigh moved into the lead 
after the first mile, Chaudiere was_ second, 
Quashed had moved forward to third. Omaha, 
gathering stride, was fourth. With a half-mile 
to go Buckleigh was still in front, but Quashed 
and Omaha were moving up to make the race. 
Around the sharp turn into the straight moved 
Quashed, now in the lead, with Omaha at her 
throat-latch. 


The field fell away behind them, and they swept 
toward the stand matching strides almost ex- 
actly. Omaha, sweating profusely, faltered 
slightly and Quashed assumed a clear lead. In 
the last desperate drive to the wire the American- 
bred gained again, went under the wire so nearly 
level with the filly that only the judges knew the 
winner. American listeners to the radio account 
hear the announcer say, “I think Omaha has won 
it.” But a few moments later he announced that 
Quashed had been declared the winner by a short 
head, and the most powerful threat for the Ascot 
Gold Cup since Foxhall’s victory in 1882 had 
been turned back. Perryman, on Quashed, said 
later he had expected a dead heat, that he 
couldn’t tell he had won. No one made excuses 
for Omaha, for the son of Gallant Fox had turned 
in a performance which needed none. 

Five lengths behind the leaders was Baron de 
Rothschild’s Bokbul, a son of Blandford, which 
won the French St. Leger last year. Sir Abe 
Bailey’s Robin Goodfellow was fourth. The time 
was 4:333¢, well off the record of 4:17 set in 1922.

From an international point of view, the re- 
sult was England first, America second, France 
third. From the breeders’ point of view, it was 
“H-B” Stud Book first, American Stud Book sec- 
ond, General Stud Book third. Quashed, tireless 
daughter of Obliterate, is from the “Birdhill 
Family”, which goes back to a half-bred mare 
by Perion, foaled about 1850. This half-bred 
mare is Quashed’s eighth dam, giving her a much 
shorter pedigree, on the female side, than any of 
the more prominent American lines. 

Quashed, now proved one of the finest distance 
performers in the world, could not win in three 
starts at two, finishing third twice. At three she 
was beaten in her first start, over a mile and a 
quarter. She won the 114-mile Home-bred cup, 
third in the 1%4-mile Midland 


then was 


Breeders’ Stakes. Next she won the 144-mile 
Oaks, and became the first classic winner from 
her family. In her next start she was beaten by 
a stablemate, Plassy, giving the colt 21 pounds 
over the mile and five furlongs of the St. George 
Stakes. Giving weight to the field, she was fourth 
in the Nassau Stakes. She won the 114-mile St. 
Helens Stakes, was third in the Hyperion Stakes 
at the same distance. Quashed started next in 
the 21,-mile Prince Edward Handicap, gave four 
pounds to the 6-year-old Gainslaw, beat him de- 
cisively. She was beaten in the 214-mile Cesare- 
witch, meeting older horses. As her final start 
in 1935 she again met older horses, won the 24- 
mile Jockey Club Cup. 


This year she began by running a dead heat 
in the 21,-mile Great Metropolitan Stakes, giving 
from 24 to 39 pounds to all the field except Craw- 
ley Wood, which finished eleventh. In her only 
other start before the Ascot Gold Cup, she won 
the Ormonde Stakes, at one mile and five fur- 
longs. In the Ascot Gold Cup she carried 123 
pounds, Omaha 126. She was the first filly to win 
the race since La Fleche in 1894. 

Following the race came rumors of a match 
race involving Quashed and Omaha. Similar ru- 
mors came after the last American near-success, 
when Reigh Count was beaten by Invershin in 
1929. Omaha, it was unofficially reported, will 
stay in England, will race again for the Ascot 
Gold Cup in 1937. 


The last day of the Ascot meeting was, by 
comparison, an anti-climax. The Alexandra 
Stakes, 2%4-mile race which Brown Jack won 
from 1929 to 1934 inclusive, was won by Sir 
Abe Bailey’s Cecil. Thankerton, which was third 
in the Derby for Mrs. J. Shand, won the seven- 
furlong Jersey Stakes, beating Veuve Clicquot 
in a hard drive. 


The Ascot meeting was somewhat better sup- 
ported this year. The totalizator handle was 
$2,129,250 for the four days, an increase of 
$429.170 over the record figures, set in 1935. 
Bookmakers operate at Ascot also, both betting 
systems being used on English tracks. 


FRENCH OAKS 


The Prix de Diane, French equivalent of the 
Oaks, is usually run at Chantilly. This year the 
widespread strike, which began as a Communist 
gesture, rapidly got out of Communist control, 
made gasoline so scarce in Paris that it was 
difficult to get out to Chantilly, and the Prix de 
Diane was run, on June 7, at Longchamps. The 
winner was Edouard Esmond’s Mistress Ford, 
undisputed 2-year-old filly champion last year, 
and unbeaten until she ran second in the French 
One Thousand Guineas this year. Mistress Ford, 
trained by the American Frank Carter, is by 
Blandford—Polly Flinders, by Polymelus. Blue 
Bear, which gave Mistress Ford her only defeat 
this year, was unplaced in the Prix de Diane. 


FOREIGN NOTES 

On June 11 at Newbury the American-bred 
Flying Spear II won the All-Aged Selling Plate 
for H. G. Blagrave. He is by *Sir Gallahad III 
—*Filante, by Sardanapale. 

J. H. Whitney’s Barking Fox won the War- 


wickshire Breeders’ Foal Plate at Birmingham 
June 8. Barking Fox is by Prince Galahad—Gay 
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Vixen, by Gay Crusader. Prince Galahad carries 
the blood of the American stallion Lexington, 
through Henry of Navarre, and also traces in 
female line to an unnumbered family. 


IRISH ONE THOUSAND 


J. T. Rogers, who trained Smokeless to win the 
1935 Irish One Thousand Guineas, saddled W. 
Barnett’s Harvest Star to win the 1936 running 
at The Curragh on June 10. The filly, which won 
by four lengths, is by Trigo (son of Blandford 
and winner of the Epsom Derby) —Stella’s Way. 


NORTHAMPTON PARK 


N June 20 six-furlong Northampton Park got 

to the seventh day of its 13-day meeting. 
The Akron track is offering $300 purses, with 
$400 features. The June 20 feature, the Portage 
Hotel Handicap, was won by Granbury, a *Grand- 
ace 4-year-old, which earned $315 for his owner, 
C. Sanborn. The current week is the last one of 
the meeting, and if the weather continues good, 
the track will probably be able to show a profit. 


RULINGS 


For failure to keep his mount straight in the 
stretch Jockey K. McCray on June 16 was fined 
$25 by stewards at Northampton Park. On the 
same date G. Lee, former owner, was ejected 
from the track and his badge taken up for tout- 
ing. Justoid was barred from future entry until 
approved by the track veterinarian. Action 
against the horse followed his pulling up lame 
in a race. 


NEBRASKA 


AK-SAR-BEN 


URSES at Ak-Sar-Ben, on June 20, ranged 

from $400 to $1,000. The meeting is not a 
pretentious one, but officials there have made a 
very praiseworthy attempt to grade purses ac- 
cording to the class of horses which compete for 
them, or at least according to the distance they 
run. One $400 event opened the card, for horses 
racing to be claimed for $900, at six furlongs. 
Three $500 events were offered. Claiming prices 
ranged from $600 to $800, but the distance was 
from one mile and 70 yards to 1 3-16 miles. Three 
races with claiming prices of from $1,200 to 
$1,500 had $600 purses, and the feature, an over- 
night handicap, had a $1,000 purse. This was 
won by H. C. Rumage’s Dozana, a 4-year-old 
Dozer filly. Racing was not particularly formful, 
only three choices succeeding on the eight-race 
program. The meeting closes July 4. 


STUD NEWS 


IDENTIFY RETIRED 


G. VANDERBILT’S Identify broke close be- 
e hind his stablemate Gallant Mac in the Rock- 
ingham Park Handicap on June 13, soon took 
the lead but finished fourth in the race. Ex- 
amination of the son of Man o’ War revealed 
he had a bowed tendon. Trainer J. H. Stotler 
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announced the 5-year-old would be retired. Al- 
ready he has entered the stud at Vanderbilt's 
Sagamore Farm in Maryland’s Worthington Val- 
ley. Identify is out of Footprint, by Grand Pa- 
rade, and developed into an excellent bargain for 
Vanderbilt, who claimed him from Breeder Morton 
L. Schwartz for $3,500. At two he won only $475, 
and $8,455 as a 33-year-old. Last year he achieved 
success in the handicap division, winning the 
Toboggan, Rockingham Park, Governor’s, Gran- 
ite State, and White Mountain Handicaps. His 
earnings at four were $26,095. This season he 
had one first, one second, and one third, and had 
won slightly more than $1,400. 


WEST VIRGINIA 


CHARLES TOWN 


T was announced June 20 that the meeting 

at Charies Town would be extended for six 
racing days, closing July 11 instead of July 4. 
Increases in attendance and in betting over last 
year are given as the reason for the extension. 
Proceeds of two of the additional days will be 
donated to charitable institutions in West Vir- 
ginia, President A. J. Boyle announced. 


RULINGS 


Stewards at Charles Town on June 9 suspended 
Jockey M. Berg 10 days for crowding in the 
second race. Two days later Jockey B. Myres 
was suspended three days for disobedience at 
post. Tiger Made was ordered scratched from 
the second race on June 12 because markings did 
not correspond with registration papers. Jockey 
C. Quattlebaum was suspended June 13 for the 
remainder of the meeting (18 days) for mis- 
conduct. Trainer H. W. Wageley was suspended 
June 15 for violation of Rule 144 and his case 
referred to the commission. The horses Cantaret, 
Jineal, and Banana, trained by Wageley, were 
suspended for remainder cf the meeting. On 
the same date Jockey Berg’s suspension was 
reduced to five days, and Trainer A. S. Bowman 
was fined $10 for being late with his horse at 
the paddock. 

BOCASETTE, owned by R. N. Blackburn, Jr., be- 
came unmanageable at Rockingham Park June 
11, after reaching the track. Though officially 
in the hands of the starter, Bocasette was ordered 
scratched, bets on him refunded.

The first two weeks of the Rockingham Park 
meeting resulted in payment of $114,000 to the 
State of New Hampshire, as its percentage of 
the pari-mutuel handle. 


The Harry I. Day camera, most successful of 
the devices for photographing the finish of races, 
is being installed at Arlington Park. The camera 
will be placed on a tower above the grandstand. 


The Dixiana string at Latonia, temporarily in 
charge of Charles E. Gross, was shipped to 
Arlington Park last Monday. Brendard and 
irate remained for the Latonia Oaks on June 
27. 


Boston sports writers attributed Roman Sol- 
dier’s defeat in the Rockingham Park Handicap 
to the fact that the *Cohort colt stopped to shake 
off an assistant starter’s twitch before he really 
began to run. 


After Wardell Ormont had thrown and injured 
Jockey A. Craig at Detroit June 15, the horse 
was ordered scratched, and money on tickets sold 
on him was refunded, though he was officially 
in the hands of the starter. 

Steward Tom Thorpe, on May 13, called Jockey 
Harry Caperton before him, demanded a riding 
improvement, or Caperton’s absence from Nar- 
ragansett Park. On the afternoon of May 13, 
Jockey Caperton rode a triple. 


MISSOURI 


RIVERSIDE PARK 


AIRLY good racing was offered on June 20 

at Riverside Park. The track seems none too 
liberally supplied with horses, and six- or seven- 
horse fields are the usual thing. This at least 
indicates that track officials are not inclined to 
the abuse at many minor tracks, where owners 
are sometimes virtually forced to enter horses 
which have little or no chance, merely to make 
good betting fields. Two non-claiming events 
were offered on Saturday, both overnight handi- 
caps. T. C. Worden’s Gallienne, a 3-year-old 
*Epinard filly, won the first of these, and Coward 
and Coffey’s Heart Break, a Morvich mare, won 
the other. Both were favorites, as were four 
others of the day’s winners. 


COMMISSION HEARING 


Members of the Texas State Racing Commis- 
sion held a busy session on June 16 at Austin. 
Trainer J. Singleton was suspended for six 
months, the penalty to date from April 24. On 
that date Vin Noir, trained by Singleton, was 
found to have been given a stimulant before 
winning at Arlington Downs. Owner H. J. White 
was given permission to sell the horse, but pay- 
ment of first money for the race, held up since 
the running, was denied the owner of Vin Noir. 
Most severe of all penalties handed down by the 
commission was that to Trainer C. Kindle, who 
was ruled off of Texas tracks for life, as was 
Big Moment, which Kindle was training when a 
saliva test showed the horse had been given a 
stimulant. Jockey J. J. Dewitt’s license was re- 
voked. Jockey J. R. Kelly was suspended for 
six months for violation of riding equipment 
rules. Owner-Trainer L. Marks was suspended 
for six months for attempting to permit use of 
illegal equipment. The case of R. Shiner, charged 
with stimulating Angkor, was postponed and the 
case against Trainer W. B. Tiner and Jockey A. 
Mortitz, accused of using a battery, was con- 
tinued. 


WEEK’S DEAD HEATS 


Dead heats rose to 29 including the racing of 
June 20, or nine more than were registered in 
1935. Ramus and Peedeeque dead heated for 
second place at Rockingham Park June 13. 
Harlem Honey and Big March came in together 
in the Aqueduct steeplechase June 16, for the 
second dead heat in a steeplechase this year.

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BREEDING TOPICS - 


N the long interval between now and my last 

appearance before the American public, much 
has happened in the States that fills me with 
profound satisfaction. And of all the occurrences 
none pleased me more than the awakening of the 
leading breeders and owners to the unfairness 
of the “Jersey Act.’ Not only do I claim au- 
thority for the nomenclature of the measure, but 
priority in the way it was dealt with by foreign 
critics. Immediately after the passage of the 
“Act” in 1913, I, then “Special Commissioner” 
on the staff of the Sporting Life, attacked it 
vehemently, and became entangled in a heated 
controversy with William Allison and ‘Man- 
kato”. After the war, when I exchanged letters 
with Allison on topics of the day, I found myself 
almost alone in the exposition of the ruinous 
effects of the embargo. He simply would not 
listen to my contention that without support 
from what he called ‘‘tainted’”” American lines, the 
male lines of Persimmon and Orme would have 
dropped out as speedily as they had arrived. The 
former endures through the medium of Prince 
Galahad, whose maternal line traces to an 
American foundation, and presents close crosses 
of Henry of Navarre and War Dance, while 
Orby assuredly owes the best part of his quali- 
ties to the blood of Hanover. Of the numerous 
home-bred sons of Persimmon and Orme, which 
both had access to the cream of mares in English 
studs, not one has succeeded in extending the 
line to only one more generation in a way 
promising endurance. The attitude of English 
scribes was understandable to an extent, but 
incomprehensible to me was that of the very 
same people who are now lending themselves to 
pleas for abolition of the embargo. I have any 
number of letters in my files published in Ameri- 
can papers or written me privately by people in 
the American racing sport, defending the “Act” 
as a just measure, and disputing my sense of 
sportsmanship by persevering in criticism. Well, 
I am pleased that times have changed and people 
with them.

Pedigree pundits are rather fussy over the 
pedigree of the Derby winner Mahmoud. Strictly 
speaking he is not eligible for registration in the 
General Stud Book owing to the cross of Ameri- 
cus, which is ‘‘tainted’’ with more native Ameri- 
can blood than any other sire of his origin en- 
listed for stud duty in Great Britain. It hardly 
permits of doubt that this cross has some exceed- 
ingly potent factors. A better 2-year-old than 
Americus Girl, fourth dam of Mahmoud, was 
never seen on the Irish Turf. She won in a 
stretch the Drogheda Memorial (£863) on the 
Curragh, Baldoyle Foal Stakes (£439) beating 
Arranmore by six lengths, Leopardstown Grand 
Prix (£588) and Phoenix Park Plate (£1,179) 
giving Bachelor's Lodge 14 pounds and beating 
him by four lengths. Her most brilliant per- 
formance was over the six furlongs and 60 yards 
of the Curragh National Produce Stakes 
(£870.14.6) which she won easily, carrying 135 
pounds and conceding “stones"’ to every one of 
the opposition. As a rule such juvenile per- 
formers do not survive a second season in these 
days, but Americus Girl was at four years still 
as good as at two as she made hacks of the 16 
opponents in the Portland Stakes, carrying 125 
pounds. 

Not only the Americus cross in Mahmoud’s 
pedigree is an “eyesore’’ to the orthodox Eng-

lish critic, but also the credentials of the fe- 
male line. The eleventh dam is Spitfire by 
Beningbrough (No. 9 family). In the fifth edition 
of Vol. I of the General Stud Book, published in 
1891, there appears an editorial note to the effect 
that the pedigree was alleged to be an invention, 
but the editor came to the conclusion that “it 
was quite possible”. Spitfire originally was 
entered in Volume II as by Beningbrough—a 
nameless grey mare by Yg. Sir Peter (year of 
birth unknown) nameless grey mare by En- 
gineer (177?). The pedigree reads suspiciously 
to the student who knows how to muddle 
through the earliest records. One often wonders 
how later generations of the Weatherbys came 
to question records accepted by their forefathers. 
Supposing they had a weighty cause for doing 
so, why did they “anoint” Spitfire’s line as one 
of “pur sang” while denying such canonization 
to native American lines, the genealogy of which 
is above suspicion right back to the earliest 
records of the eighteenth century? 

Spitfire’s daughter Nancy (1813), by Dick 
Andrews, had offspring by Muley, among them 
Muley Moloch, sire of Alice Hawthorne, one of 
the grandest individuals in the history of the 
British Thoroughbred. Muley Moloch was foaled 
in 1830. His sister Muliana (1831) is the tenth 
dam of Mahmoud. Another sister is Britannia 
(1834), imported and raced with success by Capt. 
W. J. Minor, of Natchez, Miss. To the credit of 
her line stand two scores in the Kentucky Oaks: 
Vera’s in 1883 and Crocket’s in 1898. Vallera 
(1888), by Springbok, is a winner of the Kenner 
Stakes when the race was still run over a dis- 
tance of a mile and _ three-quarters, Igniter 
(1899), by Lamplighter, is a winner over the 
two miles and a quarter of the Annual Champion 
Stakes. 

I am just wondering which fate would have 
awaited Britannia’s descendants in the sanctu- 
ary of the Weatherbys in these days if the ap- 
prehensions regarding Spitfire’s pedigree had 
caused the elimination of the line from the fifth 
edition of Volume I of the General Stud Book. 


BANKERS AND YEARLINGS 

Simon Sobeloff, special investigator of the 
affairs of the Baltimore Trust Company, now in 
receivership, made final report on June 7. A 
venture into breeding cost the bank $250,000. 
he showed. 

William A. Read, of London and Australia, at- 
tempted to interest English capital in a project 
for raising, selling, and racing Thoroughbreds, 
organized a London group to back the Laurel 
Park Stud Company. The plan was to buy year- 
lings in England and Ireland, train them in 
America, sell them as 2-year-olds. In February, 
1926, loans amounting to $250,000 were made by 
the Baltimore Trust Company on 60- and 90-day 
notes, although, as the special investigator ob- 
served, “it must have been obvious that year- 
lings could not become 2-year-olds in so short 
a time.”’ Sales plans fell through, but had officers 
of the bank taken control of the horses and sold 
them at the best obtainable prices, the amount 
of the loan might have been realized, the in- 
vestigator said. Instead a few horses were sold, 
to raise money to maintain the remaining ones. 
Read also engaged in racing at some expense, 
did not win a purse. Before the Baltimore Trust 
Company moved to protect itself, there was 
nothing left not even horses.
